Japamese have for a long time suspected 
that the Chinese obtained most of their in- 
formation concerning their enemy through 
this channel. The Chinese capital and 
Tien Tain are now both cut off and must 
remain. in complete ignorance from this 
time on. 

Wherever we went we found the ground 
of the Chinese garrisons littered with play- 
ing cards, umbrellas and frippery. The 
Chinese are merchants and scholars. The 
scholar takes the highest rank in China, 
In Japan the soldier ranks first. 


It is commonly reported that the Japanese 
bribed the commanders of Talien Whan and 
Port Arthur to surrender, and that the can- 
nonading was a mere cover for the purpose, 
This is absurd. I know that the army 
carried $500,000 in Chinese silver to the Man- 
churian coast, but I do not believe a dollar 
was ever spent in bribery. Some of the 
silver was cut up into small pieces by the 
engineer of the troopship Yokohama Maru, 
and the hundred Japanese spies who were 
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pockets with the treasure. The rest of 
the money was used, I believe, in a purely 
legitimate way. It is certainly a very sin- 
gular thing that in every battle in this war 
the Japanese have left a way of escape 
open. It was so at Asan, at Ping Yang, 
at Chiulien Cheng, at Talien Whan, at Kin 
Chau and at Port Arthur. I sent a friend 
to ask the staff why the Japanese left wing 
had not been extended down to the sea so 
that the retreat of the enemy could be cut 
off, and the answer was that there were not 
troops enough present to cover the ground, 
My own belief is that the Japanese Generals 
shrewdly counted on the readiness ot 
Chinamen to run away, arid felt that it was 
good strategetical policy to get the enemy 
away from their works, even if they should 
escape.

‘MISTAKES IN MANNING FORTS. 

ne battle of Port Arthur developed one 
fact about land forts. The Chinese made a 
great mistake in mounting too many heavy 
guns. These guns took up a good deal of 
room, and could not be loaded, trained and 
fired quickly: Had there been a large num- 
ber of small rapid fire cannons, the Japan- 
ese attack might have been checked for 
awhile. One small mountain battery did 
much more damage than the great Arm- 
strong and Krupp rifies of the enemy. Most 
of our loss was occasioned by machine guns. 
Besides, the Chinese did not seem to under- 
stand that a land fort cannot depend en- 
tirely on its guns, but must have a large 
force of infantry. The garrisons were very 
small. We could see them and almost count 
them as they retreated. At Isuyama the 
Chinese stuck to their guns in the first fort, 
and about twenty-five (I counted them) died 
at their posts. But everywhere else the en- 
emy fied froth the forts when the assault 
was pressed hard by the infantry. 

One great weakness about the Chinese 
land forts is that they have fronts. A land 
fort should never have a front. Each side 
of it should be a front. Within half an hour 
after the attack on Isuyama was opened 
the Japanese battalion which led the charge 
discovered that it was attacking the front 
of the fort. and that the side wall was not 
so well provided with guns. Naturally the 
battalion swung around and joined a flank- 
ing column. In a few minutes our troops 
were inside of the works. 

The moment the Chinese are attacked on 
their flanks they seem to lose all idea of 
fighting. It was so at Ping Yang and it was 
also to an extent so at the big naval battle 
in the Yellow Sea. 

THE SOLDIERS OF JAPAN. 

Here is sémething strange about the 
Japanese Army, something that marks its 
©“ from these of any other 
country. They mach without flags, they 
march without music. They awake without 
the reveille, go to their meals and retire at 
night without drum or bugle. And they 
seem to be unemotional, except for a wild 
pride in their country. Before the battle of 
Port Arthur they sang songs at night, but 
they were not songe of home nor of love. 
They were fierce songs, boastful and defiant, 
songs breathing hatred and vainglory. I 
heard those songs sung the night I landed 
on the Manchurian Coast, and I had my 
interpreter write them out for me, Nota 
word of wife or mother; not a word of son 
or daughter; not a word of God. I thought 
of the British troops lying in front of the 
Malakoff and of the tender chorus they 


~ 


_pent-up the night before the assault: 


They sang of love and not of fame; 
Forgot was Britain’s glory. 

Each heart recalled a fferent name, 
But all sang “Annie Laurie.”’ 


Perhaps the true explanation of this lack 
of tenderness is due to the low place which 
woman occupies in Japan. The religion 
of the Japanese practically does not rec- 
ognize the existence of a woman. She 
must be born again in the form of a man 
before she can reach Nirvana. She is a 
mere instrument for the service of man, 
and usually for the service of man in 
his least elevated moods. She is a servant, 
slave; her husband can put her away 
practically by his mere ipsi dixit. After 
all it may be that the Japanese make 
better soldiers because they do not give 
way to emotion in the field. The war will 
reveal things about Japan that the staid 
sentimentalist has not understood and 
it will not be long before. Europe and Am- 
erica will be face fo face with the new 
difficulties in the Bast. It has been said 
of France that she was rotten before she 
was ripe and that may soon be said of the 
Japanese, and yet who can help sympa-

China? It is true that the struggle is no 
longer for the emancipation of Corea and 
that the Japanese have a new and terrible 
thirst for territory, but, after all, the main 
tendency of a complete Japanese victory 
will be blessing, and for that all true men 
will pray.

ENCASED IN ICE. 


ARRIVAL OF THE UMBRIA, WHICH 
RESCUED FOURTBEN MEN. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Shortly before noon 
yesterday the Cunarder Umbria, Capt. Dut- 
ton, which sailed from Liverpool February 
2, via Queenstown, Feb. 3, passed Quaran- 
tine, her shrouds and part of her hulk in- 


cased in ice and glistening like myriads of 
diamonds. Icicles hung from her shrouds 
both fore and aft. From the topmost edge 
of the bridge to the deck was one mass of 
glittering ice, and the lifeboats, davits and 
taffrails were covered with it. 

Speaking of the rescue of fourteen persons 
who were adrift in a Paterleweet bert. 
Capt Dutton said: 

We had a fairly pe voy after leav- 

ing Queenstown until we struck the blizzard 
outside the Hook yesterday. Of course the 
weather was bad and we had heavy seas, 
but I have had far worse voyages. It was 
at 12:46 on February 6 that we picked up the 
Captain and crew of the French bark Jean 
Baptiste. It was about II o’clock at night 
when report was made to me that a White 
Star Line freighter, sup to the Ce- 
vic, had been sighted. e Captain of the 
Cevic is an old friend of mine, and I had sig- 
nals sent up to let him know who we were. 
The Cevic was off our port side. The - 
nals we sent up were seen by the Frenc 
bark, which was over on our starboard side, 
about five miles away. It was not partic- 
ularly cold, but there was a snowstorm and 
a heavy westerly swell, 
“The distressed crew were displaying red 
lights to show that the vessel was out of 
control, and as we made toward her the 
seamen went into the mizzen rigging with 
torches. The bark was water-logged. A 
! Second 
Officer Hogan was lowered. When our boat 
reached the distressed vessel the men found 
that the crew had launched two boats and 
were lodding all their effects. Capt. Lebot 
and his son were the last to leave the Jean 
Baptiste. They came away in our boat. 
The rest of the crew came to us in their 
own boats and said they had brought all 
their personal effects with them.“

JOCKEY MADIGAN DEAD. 


-} FRACTURED HIS SKULL IN THE LAST 


RACE AT MADISON SATURDAY.

Jockey John Madigan rode his last mount 
on Free Trade at Madison Saturday, when 
he was thrown, sustaining a fractured skull, 
which caused his death early Sunday morn- 
ing in the Rebekah Hospi on Grand ave- 
nue. Free Trade slip while leading his 
field in the last race and Madigan went off, 
striking one of the supporting posts of the 
inner rail with his head.

COAL IN TI 


STATISTICS SHOW DECREASE IN TONS 
AND LOSS IN VALUE. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 11.—Statistics 

of the total coal pee te of Alabama, 
Georgia and North Carolina in 189% are given 
in a statement compiled by the United States 
Geological Survey, prepared by E. W. 
Parker of the Division of Mining Statistics. 
It is shown that Alabama produced 4,377,977 
tons valued at $3,982,007, nst 5,136,935 tons 
in 1898, worth $5,096,729. This was a decrease 
of 758,968 short tons, or nearly 15 per cent, 
and a loss of value of FI. 114,785, or over 20 
per cent. 
The average price per ton declined during 
the year from 99 cents to 91 cents. During 
1893 the mines gave employment to 11.254 
men, while in the year just closed 10,789 men 
were employed. 

The total product of Georgia in 18% was 
954,111 short tons, against 372,740 tons in 1893, 
a decrease of only 18,629 short tons, or about 
B. per cent. The value, however, shows even 
a eh r decline than that of Alabama, 
being Na in 1893 and only $299,290 in 1894. 
The average price per ton at the mines was 
front 98. to 8% cents, a decline of 13% per 
cent per ton. Extensive improvements were 
in progress throughout the year at the mines 
at Egypt, Chatham County, N. C., and the 
production was somewhat curtailed in con- 
sequence. A new mine in Morrow County 
began shipping in 18941. The total production 
for the State in 1894 was 13,150 short tons, 
wo $20,300 at the mines.

DEATH’S STREET CAR HARVEST. 


The picture in yesterday’s Sunday 
Post-Dispatch representing Death riding 
in front of a rushing trolley car reaping 
a rich harvest was not overdrawn. The 
record of slaughter justified it. 

The accident record which accompa- 
nied this.illustration was gathered wholly 
from newspaper reports and was prob- 
ably not complete, but it was appalling 
enough. During the past year fourteen 


by the street cars and sixty-nine injured. 
Probably deaths occurred among those 
injured, of which no report was obtained. 
Undoubtedly many accidents occurred 
of which no publication was made, be- 
cause it is the policy of the companies to 
avoid publicity in such cases if possible. 

The record as it stands is an awful in- 
dictment of corporation recklessness and 
indifference to public safety. It is 
astounding that the people should stand 
for an hour such a terrible sacrifice of 
human life to heartless greed. No rapid 
transit advantage and no amount of 
profit to stockholders can justify the use- 
less destruction of a single life, and the 
criminality of this wholesale slaughter 
through failure to take reasonable pre- 
caution is beyond the power of words to 
express. 

This ‘slaughter can, and must be 
stopped. The life-saving fender will 
greatly reduce the danger of fatal and 
serious accidents. Greater care in the 
running of the cars and the selection of 
the men, and strict regulations as to 
speed and street crossings will bring 
accidents toa minimum. However indif- 
ferent the people may have been in the 
past to the dangers of rapid transit, 
they are awake now. They demand vig- 
orous preventive action from the legisia- 
tive powers. , 


SCHOOL BOARD SALARIES. 


There is danger to the public welfare 
in the proposed law giving members of 
the School Board salaries of $2,000 a year, 
with the proviso that, they shall devote 
all of their time to the duties of the office. 
The theory of the present system is 
that citizens of standing and ability will 
be induced by public spirit to give 
up a part of their time and en- 
ergies to so important a factor in 
the public welfare as the educational 
interests of the people for nominal pay. 
The public school lies so close to the root 
of public good that it was believed a 
sense of honor and duty would command 
for it the free services of the best cit- 
izens. Under the operation of the system 
opportunities for dishonesty in the dis- 
position of school funds have attracted 
some unworthy men to the School Board, 
but its object has been in a measure 
realized. It is capable of far more thor- 
ough realisation if the people would in- 
sist upon taking School Board elections 
out of politics and placing this branch 
ot public service on a high plane. 

But with the school directorship placed 
on the basis of a small-salaried public 
office requiring the exclusive time and 
attention of the incumbent it is difficult 
to see what advantage will be gained. 
On the other hand, possible great dis- 
advantages may be perceived. Under 
the proposed change the school director- 
ship would practically be restricted to 
professional politicians and office-holders 
of a mean order. It would be reduced 
to a pay office, which would attract only 
men who could not make more than 
the $2,000 salary in any other way. All 
consideration of public spirit would be 
removed and the School Board would 
be thrown into the political spoils 
scramble.

Statements have been made by self-styled 
representatives of the St. Louis teachers, 
both here and at Jefferson City; that the 
teachers were practically unanimous in 
favor of the teachers’ nsion bill now be- 
fore the Legislature. ow can that be true 
when the first intimation of such a bill re- 
celved by nine-tenths of the teachers was 
the newspaper report of the introduction of 
the bill on the day after it was presented to 
the Assembly? Why should they faver such 
a measure, introduced in such a way, which, 
as first presented, was compulsory—a clear 
violation of their vested rights—and practi- 
cally made a 1 per cent reduction in their 
salaries—already meager enough, in all con- 
sclence—with but a bare chance of any re- 
turn for what they had to pay?

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 11.—Un- 
Goubtedly the most significant measures, 
from the corporation standpoint, that have 
been introduced in the present session are 
two bills handed in during the last week 
by Senator Lyman of Kansas City. They 
are numbered 23 and 265 respectively, and 
are both intended to greatly enlarge the 
powers and privileges of incorporated con- 
cerns. They will unquestionably awaken the 
-Jiveliest interest and provoke the most vig- 
-orous debates that will be heard during the 
session, if the size of the interests involved 
is any criterion. The first bill (No. 263) pro- 
vides for practically unlimited capitaliza- 
‘tion, and, as has been stated in these col- 
umns, is intended to prepare the way for 
the consolidation of the street railway in- 
terests of Kansas-City and of the street rail- 
way and electric li — * and at Bg in- 
terests of St. Lo 1 in th — 
hands of practically — oat an 
The bill reads: 
Section 1. That section 2,772, of article 8, 
— pter 42, of the Re Statutes of 1889, 
7 dy striking out the 2 “ten 
adh ota of dollars,“ inserting in lieu 
thereof the words “Atty millions * dollars,“ 
so that said section, as amen read 
as follows:

Such election 
shall Be made by such of vans — 
as shall attend in person, or by; Proxy, in 
writing; such shareholder Snail’ entitied 
to one vote on each share of stock, and shall 
have the right to cast as many votes in the 
ageregate as shall equal the number of 
shares so held him or her in said com- 
pany, multiplied by the number of directors 
or managers to be elected at such election, 
and each shareholder may cast the whole | 
number of his or her roe ee in person 
or by proxy, for one é, or may dis- 
tribute such votes among two or more can- 
didates, and the person * 6 greatest 
number of votes shall be d elected. 
In case the election shall not be made on 
the day named the said corporation shall 
not thereby be dissolved, but an election may 
be held at any other time agreeable to the 
by-laws of said corporation, and the per- 
sons so elected shall hold their offices unen 
their successors are elected and qualified 
and in case of the death or resignation of 
one or more of said directors the survivors 
shall fill the vacancy until the next election. 

WHAT THE BILL MEANS. 

This bill, it will be remarked, throws no 
additional safeguards around corporations, 
though it admits of a five-fold increase in 
the maximum capitalization; and authorizes 
the mobilization of this enormous amount 
of wealth in the hands of three men, if so 
be that three men of such vast resources 
could be found. If it became a law there is 
not a single business interest in either St. 
Louis or Kansas City that could not be con- 
solidated into one enormous monopoly—not 
excepting those of lighting,power and trans- 
portation. 

But if the — se measure suggests un- 
limited possibilities for the consummation 
of colossal monopolies, what will be thought 
of its companion, No. 265? This is in- 
tended to give such a monopoly as cquid be 
created under the new section 2772 a full 
sweep in its absorption of smaller corpora- 
tions, without subjecting it to any disadvan- 
tageous restriction that might be contained 
in their charters. The bill reads: 

Section 1. That section 2783, article 8, —

Distress Increases in the Min ing Regions 
of That State. 


COLUMBUS, O., Feb. 11.—Distress in 
the mining regions of Ohio inereases, and 
hundreds of people, women and children, 
are threatened with starvation, which is 
only averted by contributions of charity 
from other parts of the State. John Eddy, 
Chairman of the Relief Committee, and 
William Edwards, a merchant, both of 
Shawnee, are in Columbus to lay before 
Gov.

‘INTERCHANGEABLE MILEAGE 


All Railroad Companies Expected to Is- 
sue These Tickets. 


The members of the T. P. A. are jubilant 
over the receipt of a telegram from J. A. 
Lee, their president, which states that Presi- 
dent Cleveland has signed their bill. Geo. 

S. McGrew, ex-President of the T. P. A., 
was seen this morning, and said that the 
bill in substance is as follows: 

“Tt. amends the interstate commerce act, 
sec. 2, so that nothing in this act shall pre- 
vent the issuance of joint interchangeable 
5,000-mile tickets, with special privileges 

as to the amount of free baggage that may 
be caried under mileage tickets of 1,000 or 
more miles. 

“This now renders it legal for railroad com- 
panies to place on sale mileage tickets over 
a series of railroads, and to allow more than 
the regular 150 pounds of baggage free to 
commercial travelers; and as many rail- 
roads anticipating the passage of the bill 
are already issuing interchangeable mile- 
age, it will be but a short while before such 
tickets are generally introduced.“ 


WHISEY 1 BOND. 


JAMES Mu. KEY’S CASE BEFORE U. S. 
COMMISSIONER GRAY. 


The case of James M. U. Key, a distiller of 
Steelville, Mo., accused of withdrawing from 
a bonded warehouse packages of liquor with- 
out having the same stamped, was called 
in United States Commissioner Gray’s Court 

at 11 a. m. Key closed his distillery last 
“April and deposited his stock of 300 gallons 
in a bonded warehouse. According to the 
law he had no right to enter the warehouse 
and take out liquor without making a requi- 
sition on the Internal Revenue Collector, 
who. had authority to break the seal. On 
Dec. 17 the warehouse burned and Key made 
the statutory claim for exemption from pay- 
ment of tax on the whisky consumed. The 
Government officers alleged that although 
during the summer he withdrew only fifty 
gallons, according to Government regula- 
tion. he withdrew 200 gallons contrary to 
regulation.
